LAND WAGON UO AD. 



Why is it that the government has 
been so costive? That ho information 
has been afforded the public as to tho 
terms of tho contracts that havo been 
let The public naturally feci inter- 
ested not only in .tho maintenance of 
tho rond itself but ulso in tho prices to 
be paid for repairs, nn.l the conditions 
under which the contracts subsist. An 
unusual or rather the usual reticence 
appertaining to the "putting up of jobs" 
characterizes the. bohaviour of tho gov- 
ernment in this by no means unimpor- 
tant business. Has the work been 
given out along the whole line/ If so 
to whom 1 "Who aro the sureties? Aro 
they responsible parties! Have tho 
contractors become tho gunrnntors of 
each other? Names, Mr. Speaker, 
names' Oh, this sweet triumvirate. 
Will they not even tell us the contract 
sums and also tho above particulars / 
Wo have not at the moment before us 
u copy of the specifications. Our re- 
collection is they are somothing emi- 
nently sublime, ami practical. Yes, 
everything, even to the payment nf the 
fortunate ('/) contractors is both a -to 
amount and time in that never to-be- 
forgotten sweet discretion of the 
Chief Commissioner. Poor Bea- 
\ex While in the lands ami 
works even ho never wanted such ex- 
cellent powers. Jew the poor con- 
tractor and stint his clerks an he 
would, he never forced them to a bur- 
gain in which it rested with him 
whether ho— we beg pardon— they 
should havo their miserable pittance or 
aot. Speaking again from memory a 
lump sum is to bo paid for the contract; 
but on tho other hand payment is to ho 
luatie according to the Chief Commis- 
sioner's estimato of tie value of tho 
work. A percentage according to the 
work done and that to be paid at dis- 
cretion. What a delightful muddle. 
Poor mainland wagon road ! Seriously 
howover, if an agent were to make such 
a bargain for his principal, what would 
the latter say: either that the agent 
were dishonest or incompetent, anil 
such will be tho conclusion of every 
practical man. Silence — secrecy --and 
a hide-bound reticonce in monetary 
matters, juafc on the nve of a general 
election and at a time when the buz- 
zing of public inquiry as to all matters 
is becoming to them tho finger on the 
wall are a sure indication of something 
viciously -wrong. 

RULES OF covin: 

We should bo much hotter pleaaod if 
our contemporary would mako some effort 
— if oven a slight one to justify what we 
consider to bo tho usurpation by Mr. 
W.ylkem of powers which he doos not and 
(unless we aro mistakon) is not destined 
to possess. It is very peculiar, but on 
every occasion when a shot goes home no 
reply comeB from tho organ. And so up- 
on this occasion. Tho would-be judge— 
tho would-bo dictator to each and every 
litigant has nothing whatever to Bay to 
the by no meatiB trifling accusation against 
him. Mr. Walkem not having succeeded 
in placing himself on tho bench would 
out of desire to wield supremo authority 
placo himself above and beyond 
the law. It is Mr. Walkem who shall 
mould not morcly tho practico of the 
court but the rights of suitors. The 
judgca aro very well in their way, hut 
if the premier for his own ends can usurp 
their authority then lot the froedom of 
tho bench, and hence tho freodom of 
oquity, come to naught. The premier in 
his ctl'ortB to oxalt himself would lower 
tho judicial power and through so doing 
lessen tho rights of tho pooplo. "Pride 
goeth beforo destruction and an haughty 
spirit before a fall."

From September 1st to October 1st tho 
rains here wero almost continuous. Great 
damage was done to crops of all kinds, 
and for a time it was feared that thoy 
would all be lost. Fanners had to watch 
their chances and it was with the greatest 
difficulty that they wero saved; on tho 
28th of September two inches ef snow 
fell, and grain that was not cut was love!- 
od to tho ground, fortunately it waa near- 
ly all cut. Crops havo all been harvest- 
ed for two weeks, and a goodly portion is 
now threshed; wheat is turning out bet- 
ter than was expected, in quality and 
quantity; but othor grain, particularly 
outB, is not meeting expectations, being 
far below tho averago in all respects. Tho 
rain and snow was followed by a few 
frosty nights, tho thermometer on several 
occasions registering 2" above zero. Pota- 
toes being at that time still undug, about 
one third were lost. A great deal of hay 
is still in stack, as the rains raised tho 
water in swamp- meadows, upon which 
they were cut, to such an extent that 
they now will have to be left until they 
freozn over. 

Notwithstanding all this, the wet spell 
lias been followed by a very beautiful fall, 
for the past three weeks wo have been on- 
joying tho finest of Indian Bummers; in 
consequence, dairying is still continued, 
although, it is now two weeks later than 
the usual time for "lmrninu' out."

In the horrible smash which late- 
ly occurred the commissary of police 
has found that the signals on the im- 
portant line in question did not work, 
were old, in the charge of boys who 
were cheap to employ and never grunt- 
ed at long work. Trains stopped where 
they had no right to pull up — the cause 
of the recent accident, and ran through 
stations where they ought to stop; 
neither slow nor fast trains were 
punctual. Will the crash in question 
lead to reformation i Not ubit. Tho 
lesson will lie as old as the hills in a 
week and as uninteresting. Tho Siam- 
ese princes wore iu the express that 
ran over the local train and exhibited 
marked coolness and resignation.
